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EXPLO  75 


An  Innovative  program  designed  to  help  tn- 
coming  freshmen  "Increase  academic  per- 
formance by  developing  confldencc  In  their 
ability  In  achieve"  will  be  inaugurated  this 
summer  in  conjunction  with  three  of  the 
four  freshmen  orientation  soesions  sched- 
uled at  Lycoming  College. 

The  program  has  been  organized  by  the  of- 
Qco  of  student  services  at  Lycoming  and  has 
been  designated  "EXPLO  '75."  Its  goal, 
according  to  Jack  C.   Buckle,  dean  of  student 
BOrvlccs,  will  be  to  provide  an  outdoor  ex- 
perience which  includes  stress  situations  to 
help  students  gain  a  better  understanding  of 
'Vho  they  are  and  where  they  are," 

Expio  '75  Is  based  on  the  principles  of  Out- 
ward Dound,  an  International  cooperative 
program  sponsored  by  more  than  25  U.  S. 
and  foreign  universities  and  colleges,  and 
will  bo  restricted  on  a  voluntary  basis  to 
freshmen  admitted  for  the  fall  term.    Each 
session  is  limited  to  20  students.     Partici- 
pimts  will  spend  Bve  days  In  the  mountains 
of  Central  Pennsylvania  surrounding  the 
WilUamsport  area. 

The  Qrst  of  the  planned  sessions  will  be  held 
Juno  24-29  following  the  initial  orientation 
on  Juno  22-24.    Subsequent  Explo  '75  pro- 
grams will  be  conducted  after  orientation  on 
July  8-13  and  July  29-AugU6t  3. 

Two  associate  deans,  R.  Albion  Smith  and 
Douglas  J.  Keliwr,  will  servo  as  instructors 
for  Uio  Uiree  sessions.    Each  will  have  an 
assistant.    The  instructors  have  completed 
the  regular  24-day  Outward  Bound  program 
In  North  Carolina  and  both  are  experienced 
in  outdoor  activities.    An  expert  instructor 
In  rock  climbing  will  bo  added  on  the  day 
cUmblnK  is  scheduled. 

Dean  SnUth  said  "no  special  skills  or  know- 
ledge of  the  outdoors  arc  necessary  to  par- 
ticipate." Ho  exphdncd  that  the  instructors 
are  trained  and  qualified  to  teach  the  skills 
needed  to  live  comfortably  in  an  outdoor 
sotUng. 

Discussing  the  philosophies  which  prompted 
the  Explo  '75  program.  Dean  Smith  said 
that  "It  will  provide  a  positive  living  experi- 
ence which  goes  beyond  the  traditional  class- 
room.   Included  are  camping,  hikii^,  rock 
climbing,  and.  most  imporumtly.  group  de- 
cision making,    it  is  designed  to  help  each 
participant  appreciate  and  better  understand 
individual  capabilities,  and.  at  the  same 
time,  help  indi\iduals  develop  auaroness  of 
the  mutual  responsibility  each  has  for  the 
welfare  of  others. " 

The  dean  added.  "S^peciflc  experiences  are 
Included  to  enable  soidents  to  make  strides 
along  the  road  to  self-uoderstandii^.  an!  to 
make  dedsloos  with  jusHfiable  omadence  in 
their  own  ablUty. " 
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LYCOMING  COLLEGE  FUND  FACTS 

Even  though  the  Lycoming  College  Fund  was  started  in  1968.  there  is  still  some  cor 
to  what  sort  of  fund  it  is  and  how  it  is  used.    It  is  an  annual  fund  and  Is  used  to  help 
oijoradng  costs  of  the  College.    At  one  time  It  was  called  the  Alumni  Fund,  and  only  alumni 
wore  asked  to  contribute.    All  constituencies  of  the  College— alumni,  parents,  friends  and 
business  and  industry— are  now  asked  to  support  the  fund. 

The  Lycondng  College  Fund  operates  on  the  calendar  year,  and  the  report  of  the  1974  cam- 
paign appeared  In  the  March  issue,    it  revealed  total  gifts  of  §62,  798.  28,  a  decrease  of 
$1912.90  from  the  previous  year.    It  is  Interesting  to  note  that  alumni  contributions  dropped 
from  $34,027.93  to  $26,332.97.  while  ron-alumnl  gifts  Increased  from  $30,483.25  lo 
$36,465.31. 

The  1975  campaign  began  January  1,  and  to  date  over  §17.000  has  been  received.    You  will 
be  hearing  more  about  the  importance  of  this  fund  for  the  coming  academic  year.    In  thi- 
meanUme,  your  contributions  will  be  very  much  appreciated.

The  last 
two  agencies  are  run  by  former  con\-icts 
who  »-ork  with  those  released  or  to  be  re- 
leased from  Institutions,  helping  them  to  get 
Jobs  and  make  adjustments  to  the  world  tbey 
are  re-entering.
